Out of their earnings, for the most 
part as unskilled laborers, living from 
hand to mouth, the foreign-born ele­ 
ment in the United States is contribut­ 
ing largely to the funds for food sup­ 
plies to aid the starving peoples of 
their native lands. 
Figures from the Food Draft section 
of Hie American Relief Administration 
show that $592,110 had been sent to 
to the end of November. 
$158,170 bad been 
sent 
to Czeeho 
Slovakia, Hungary had received $382,- 
700, Germany had $1,443,019 anti Aus­ 
tria $2,040,720. 
It was estimated that 
more than 90 per cent of this money 
had been spent by nationals of these 
various countries who are now In the 
United States. There are about 1,500,- 
000 Poles, 800.000 Hungarians, 500,000 
Czechs and 000,000 Slovaks in this 
country. 
The profits which resulted from Hie 
sale of these food drafts have been 
turned into the fund fot general child 
feeding. It is to bring this fund up to 
the point where It can meet Hie de­ 
mands on it, to save Hie lives of 3,500,- 
000 children that the European Belief 
Council has been formed by eight great 
relief organizations.

Washington, Dec. 20—The Unit­ 
ed States has been made the heart 
of the world’s business by the west­ 
ward trend of commercial affairs 
and has reached the stage in its in­ 
dustrial and commercial 
develop­ 
ment where tho maintenance of for­ 
eign outlets is necessary to con- 
1 tinned domestic prosperity, Direc­ 
tor R. S. MacElwee, of the bureau 
of foreign and domestic commerce 
of tile Department of Commerce, 
announced today in his annual re­ 
port. 
Declaring that the present stag­ 
nation in the business world was 
only a passing phase insofar as this 
country was 
concerned, 
Director 
MacElwee urged that the develop­ 
ment of foreign markets bo taken 
up with renewed vigor. 
“Our foreign trade in the fiscal 
year of 1920, with a total value of 
$13,349,661,401. was larger than in 
any previous year,” he said. “It ex­ 
ceeded by $3,000,000,000 the form­ 
er high record in 1919, and more 
than three times the value of the 
combined imports 
and exports in 
1914, the last year before the war. 
“Many people are more interest­ 
ed now than they were a year ago 
in foreign commerce. 
There were 
a few firms who had the foresight 
to take out life insurance while 
they were in good health. 
Others 
now wish they had done so. 
The 
only real insurance that will spread 
the risks of depression between the 
crests of the waves of domestic de­ 
mand is tile piloting of a substan­ 
tial quota of the firms product for 
foreign commerce and the building 
up in the world’s m arkets of a sell­ 
ing organization and clientele that 
will not necessarily fluctuate with 
the waves of demand at home. 
“A depression regularly follows a 
great war, and its time of occur­ 
rence may be estimated, from his­ 
torical analogies, as about two to 
three years after the close of hostil­ 
ities. 
We are not going to have a 
panic in the United States, but we 
certainly feel the kind of reaction 
that the surgeons call shock after 
an operation.”
